SAN FRANCISCO, November 12, (THEWILL) A Security agencies were in a 
frenzy of activities in Abuja from early Sunday when Radio Biafra, the 
controversial mouthpiece of the Indigenous People of Biafra (IPOB) 
returned to the airwaves with a 6.am to 7.am broadcast announcing the 
shocking sack of Mazi Nnamdi Kanu as IPOB leader. 


That announcement sacking Kanu was exactly what kept the security 
agencies worried, because it could mean that another arm of IPOB may 
have mutated just as IPOB mutated from Raph Uwazuruikeis Movement for 
the Actualization of the Sovereign State of Biafra (MASSOB). 


A top national security source told THEWILL thus: iAll had been quiet 
on the IPOB front recently. The organization has been receding from 
the public consciousness as many Igbo people began to openly talk 
against the separation and disunity agenda of IPOB. The Federal 
Government has been reaching out to the South-East and their State 


Governors have taken a hard stand against IPOB accusing the 
organization of pursuing anti-Igbo interests; now comes this totally 
new and unexpected developmenti. 


At the height of the IPOB controversy the national unity was greatly 
tasked when Northern youths issued Igbo people resident in the North a 
quit notice.

She then announced that iMazi Nnamdi 
Nwanekaenyi Kanu, the former Director of Radio Biafra is hereby 
dismissed and removed as Director of Radio Biafra following extensive 
and intensive consultationsi. She named iMazi Ezenwachukwu Sampson 
Okwudili as Kanuis replacement.i 


Kanu has not been seen publicly since he fled Abia State after the 
military raided his family compound some months back. 


The reasons the Radio Biafra announcer gave for Kanuis removal 
included: 


(A) Personalization of the Biafran struggle and derailing from the 
core objectives of IPOB as a grassroots movement. 


(B) Kanuis actions and his decisions to incite members of IPOB towards 
violence leading to the death of many innocent young people in 
Onitsha, Aba and Umuahia is totally unacceptable and grossly 
irresponsible. 


(C) Kanu privately collected £14m and another $22m to purchase landed 
properties abroad in his name and that of his father Igwe Israel Kanu 
in a clear case of monkey dey work baboon dey chop. 


(D) Kanu turned our collective struggle into a money-making enterprise 
for himself and his father. Thus the monies contributed by 
enterprising and hard-working Igbo youths across the world are being 
collected and converted by one man and his father while pretending to 
be sacrificing for the cause. 


(E) Upon his release from detention in April 2017, one expected Kanu 
to drum up support for the release of his colleagues and co-detainees 
such as Chidiebere Onwudiwe, Benjamin Madubugwu and David Nwawuisi. 
These are our brothers who were arrested at the same time with him and 
they should not be forgotten. We hereby demand their release. Kanu, 
since his release, has never spoken about them or appealed for the 
release of these our freedom fighters. Instead, he has been going 
about collecting chieftaincy titles and having a messianic swagger 


that even allowed full-blooded Igbomen to kneel down and kiss his 
feet. 


(F) Kanu threw away the original meaning of our collective struggle 
for personal gain and vain glorification. IPOB believes in democracy 
as a solid base of any modern state, the rule of law, and will always 
reject violence in all its ramifications. 


The security agencies do not as yet know what to make of this new 
development in IPOB. 


The sack of Mazi Kanu is only the latest change in the checkered 
history of Radio Biafra, which began as the mouthpiece of MASSOB. It 
later announced the sacking of MASSOB founder, Uwazuruike as its 
Director and MASSOB leader and replaced him with Uchenna Madu iin the 
task of chasing down and overcoming the enemies of Biafrai according 
to a statement signed by Uche Mefore as the radiois Deputy Director. 


Nnamdi Kanu himself would also distance himself and his deputy, Uche 
Mefor, when Radio Biafra began to broadcast from the US, after Nigeria 
jammed its signals from Britain. 


Now, those behind this latest incarnation of Radio Biafra would 
obviously not have sought Kanuis permission; it actually sacked him in 
its first broadcast. But the security agencies are not rejoicing 
because, aS a source put it ithe saying that the devil you know is 
better than the angel you do not know is particularly true in security 
circles. See it this way; Kanu had issued an order that the people of 
Anambra state should boycott the gubernatorial elections and people 
told him he was talking nonsense. That was the end of his moral 
authority. Now we have to return to the drawing board to learn about 
those behind this latest development. Itis frustrating.i

Other scheduled broadcast is at 0500-0600, so I check that on Nov 17 
from 0509 for the rest of the hour: VOB is back on 11530 in English, 
S7-S9, and a weaker 7240 via France. (By comparison, WRMIBS 11580 is 
S2-S3.) It appears to be the same programming as originally heard Nov 
12 and 13: ‘‘Radio Biafra, broadcasting from London’*, YL and OM 
alternately repeating the SW schedule multiple times, every few 
minutes: 05-06 7240 & 11530, 19-20 11530. They never mention sites 
such as France and Florida. 


But there is a slight change: at 0510, the OM version adds another 
frequency for the 8 pm (19z) broadcast, 9520 (not 100% sure but after 
3 or 4 times, I think that’s it, or maybe 9530). Latest HFCC Nov 17 
does not show anything on either during that hour. Will it be WRMI too 
or somewhence else? Will 11530 still be off? MUST check for 9520 at 
1900 Nov 17. YL also repeats the text number for reception reports. At 
0530, I give 11530 a generous rating of SINPO 25322. 


7240 is hard to match for sure to 11530 and may not be synchronized, 
separate playout and/or satellite delay. At 0550 there is a het about 
7240.4 but that could be ham rather than jam; then as it fades up 
slightly, I am hearing a hum much closer to 7240 and wonder if it’s 


one of the defective Issoudun transmitters. 


11530 at 0558 starts playing a song in Spanish, which I assume is WRMI 
fill after Biafra; 0559:30 Zanotti, and as before, cut off the air 
before his canned ID can completely utter the e-mail address. 


7240 is still on air at 0600 and hummy, altho nothing else is in HFCC 
schedule. 


(7254.94, meanwhile at 0603 Nov 17, Voice of Nigeria is much huger, 
S9+30 in Hausa; BTW, VON is obviously biased against Biafra, nothing 
in Igbo, per WRTH, Fulfulde their only other African language, not 
even Yoruba!). (Glenn Hauser, OK, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


Radio Biafra This Afternoon --- As checked using the U. Twente SDR 
receiver, WRMI powered up the 11530 kHz transmitter at about 1858 UT 
this afternoon and ran the "regular programming will begin shortly" 
(or words to that effect) audio loop for a couple of minutes. At about 
1900, the Radio Biafra program began. Quite a noisy signal into Europe 
so difficult to make out much. Perhaps it's better on the African 
continent. 


P.S. WRMI on 11580 kHz (with Bro. Stair talking about his financial 
difficulties with the satellite uplink cost) at the same time is 
significantly stronger (S9 + 10 dB vs S7 to S8). (-- Richard Langley,

11530, Nov 17 at *1857, WRMI cuts on with IS & ID prElude as also 
heard on some other frequencies before hourtop openings, VG averaging 
S8, not even needing external antenna on the PL-880.

That allows me to run the NRD on 9520-9530, the additional frequency I 
heard on part of the announcements during the 05-06 UT broadcast on 
11530 WRMI, and 7240 France.

A bit of music first, sked announcement by YL 
without the 9 MHz frequency. At 1904 the YL & OM in language, Igbo? 
About the imminent elexion Nov 18 in Anambra state, *‘where to vote’ 


There is not a Biafra state in today’s Nigeria; there have been 
several changes in states and boundaries since independence. Current 


maps show Anambra in south central Nigeria, adjacent to Enugu state, 
whose city I believe was the capital of Biafra. At 1909, *© important 
announcement’ * by OM in English with too-heavy accent, go out and vote 
on Saturday; and remember, we are not violent. 


At 1910 he does the schedule announcement for the first time during 
this broadcast, and the extra one is clearly 9-5-8-0. Address 
radiobiafra@gmail.com and also refs to FB and Twitter. 


I immediately go to 9580 on the other receiver, but it’s a JBA carrier 
at first, S1-S2, trace of modulation, and even ECSS will not stay 
locked on it. Site is certainly not WRMI, and if it’s France, no 
comparison to another European, such as Spain good on 9690 but which 
is beamed USward. 


Back on 11530, at 1915 the YL ID in Igbo, but pronounces the numbers 
in English (don’t they have number names in Igbo??), without 9580. 
1917 OM mentions IPOB in Igbo. Now comparing, I think maybe barely 
audible 9580 is // but running maybe half a minute behind. 


At 1924 the **9580°* announcement again, and enough for me as it’s 
time for lunch and the programming is getting very repetitive. 
However, first I program 11530 into the caradio for convenient 
monitoring there (and 11735 Zanzibar while I’m at it. I guess it still 
has 9580 memorized for ex-Australia.) 


9580 is in fact a WRMI registered frequency in A-17 and still B-17, 
but never used, despite my suggestion that WRMI should relay RA 
whether ABC like it or not; but obviously chosen in tribute to defunct 
Radio Australia during exactly the same hours it had run, 09-21 UT. 
Maybe that’s why RMI chose it as available for this via some other 
site. But most of its business is with Issoudun. 


Also HFCC-registered on 9580 are two Sa’udis in Arabic: 17-22 50 kW ND 
from Jeddah; and 18-23 500 kW, 270 degrees from Riyadh. If either of 
those be real, bad for Biafra, but hardly any signal over here. The 
more realistic EiBi sked does not show Saudis on 9580 at all, nor 
anything else during this hour. Aoki/NDXC however goes with Jeddah. 


What about this, from WRMI website itself? The Programming page does 
not include the word Biafra anywhere on it, tho still displays long- 
defunct shows such as Informativo G24. Nothing new on WRMI FB either. 
The WRMI skedgrid http://www.tinyurl.com/WRMIfqs still is blank during 
both hours for transmitters 3 and 10 which are labeled 11530, nor any 
other transmitter (Glenn Hauser, OK, DX LISTENING DIGEST)

Both worked in RFA's Phnom Penh 
bureau, which closed in September when the network was forced to 
suspend its in-country operations. We hope they will be released 
unharmed and immediately to their families. 


It is being reported that the two are being held under suspicion of 
continuing to work for RFA, despite the network's suspension of 
operations in Cambodia and the fact that their relationships with RFA, 
contractual or otherwise, discontinued in September. 


While these continuing acts of intimidation are meant to instill fear, 
they only underscore the BBG's support for our networks and

I grew up listening to Toronto Radio, CBL, CJBC, and CKEY (now CJCL, 
the Fan, 590) Torontois rocker. I was born in Rochester, New York. I 
attended the New York State School for the Blind in Batavia. There was 
a whole group of us kids who listened to either the CBC or CKEY. 


I think I love, or loved the CBC more than most Canadians, and I could 
do you a whole 30 minute segment of memories of the CBC, if you 
wanted. 


Hey, I wonder if you even know, there used to be two English language 
networks on AM, The Trans-Canada network, with all the CBx stations, 
and the Dominion network, with CJBC as flagship, before they went 
French. Bing Whitiker used to have a kidsi program on CJBC called 
Small Tykes Club, from about 12:40 to 1:00 PM. I wonder if his 
daughter, Barbara, is still around. 


I used to have a special fascination with the CBx stations, and tried 
to DX as many as I could. CBL was a local, and CBE and CBM were 
usually there at night. Sometimes, on a very long, cold winter night, 
I got CBW. I always wanted to get CBO in Ottawa, never succeeded. 


CJBC went French at just about the time I was in college and was 
seriously digging into French. I couldnit get it that well at college, 
but, Iid listen at home, on vacations. I really liked a program on 
Saturday night called iSalue les Copains,i though I canit remember the 
hostis name. He had a very slow delivery, almost ispecial French,i and 
was one of the first people I could understand. He would play his top 
ten selections, chosen, I suppose, by him. I used to record the 
program and try to figure out the French words. I also liked something 
called iAu Temps des 78.i I guess the title explains itself, they used 
to play old 78 RPM records. 


The CBC farm show on CBL was a delight. Though I wasnit a farmer, I 
enjoyed the show. They had a little mini soap opera in the middle of 
the show called The Craigs, which was about an Ontario farm family. 
Old Thomas Craig enjoyed his oatmeal. His son, Bill, was pretty well 
running the farm, and, daughter, Janice was, what else, a school 
teacher. There was a whole bunch of us kids in the dorm at Batavia who 


listened to the Craigs. 


Why I never listened to International Radio Report before is this, 
those web sites are pretty hard for a blind person to navigate using 
our talking software programs. Donit get me wrong, some blind folks 
are pretty good at it, Iim not. now, sit me in front of an old 
Hammarlund or Hallicrafter, hook it up, donit give me any 
instructions, and Iill be DX-ing on it within 15 minutes. 


But, this internet stuff stops me cold. Until I got this wonderful 
device called the Amazon Echo Dot. There are actully three versions of 
the Echo, the Echo itself, the Smart speaker, and the Dot, all from 
Amazon. All you need is a broadband internet connection. 


You simply say the call letters of any station you want to hear, and, 
if it can find it, which it usually can, it brings it up. The Dot will 
also play almost any musical selection you might want to hear. Itis 
almost impossible to fool the Dot. So, now, I can hear CKUT. 


Most of my professional life has been in the field of foreign 
languages. Over the past few years, I have lost most of my hearing. 
This makes DX-ing over shortwave pretty difficult. with the clear 
sound on the dot, and using headphones, I can do pretty well. 


Now, could you plese do a favor for an old DX-er and language freak? 
What is the output power of CKUT? Also, what other languages, other 
than Spanish, which I have already heard, are broadcast on CKUT. I 
record programs in different languages for a friend in New York who is 
also a language teacher, and who is also blind, thus encountering the 
same difficulty with web sites that I do. 


Finally, thank you for the program. I shall listen in the future. if 
you ever want to do a nostalgia program about the CBC, Iid love to 
participate. Please tell all Canadians how blessed they are.

Not per the detailed site- 
schedules provided by Arnie in DXLD 17-45: they are all Bauta, except 
the odd one out, 6000 from Quivic:-n. One might verify this by 
comparing echo-delays among them. 


15370, Nov 15 at 1357, RHC not on yet, so 19mb is blessedly free of 
spurs (and allowing the Buzzing Service of the Kingdom of Saudi Arabia 
to be heard on 15380); but *1358, 15370 cuts on with Spanish in 
progress, modulation cuts off and on and off and on, eventually 
staying on.

Surely supposed to be on, but no 25m 
frequencies audible, outfaded already? 


11650, Nov 16 at 1315, RHC Spanish is only S9-S5 and undermodulated, 
much weaker than 11670 at S9+40. B-17 sked shows 11650 at 13-15, 110 
degrees to S America (but missing it at that angle), is the puny 50 kW 
Bejucal transmitter rather than 100/250 from most RHC frequencies. 50 
kW also on 13670 at 12-13; 9640 at 22-05; another 50 kW on 15730 at

Of course not! It’s still the *A-16*« schedule with outdated SW 
frequencies, let alone FM. Arnie had said plans were to expand RHC 
coverage on FM to the entire island.

It’s never been clear how the various languages fit into the FM 
schedules, if any beyond Spanish. There must be some English, since

Legally, however, that C is a K, and Akustik Media, S.A.P.I. de C.V., 
made away like a thief in IFT-4 with just one station. While they were 
probably priced out of Quintana Roo, they got what they wanted in 
Peto, Yucat-n, for the low, low price of 43,000 pesos: XHPYUC-FM. 
(Akustik also sold the Q. Roo state legislature ad time on QFM in 
June.)

So this one is a history unto itself. It's the dean of Mexican 
pirates. 


To start to explain this one, we have to go back to the early 70s, 
when rector Rosalio Wences Reza (who served from 1972-75, 1978-81 and 
1984-87; rectors of Mexican universities serve terms) brought to the 
Universidad AutUnoma de Guerrero the concept of a "Universidad-Pueblo" 
(Popular University), supported by the Mexican Communist Party. This 
is an important point. 


A lot of universities, hotbeds as they were for regime protest, were 

shut out of getting into radio. The Universidad AutUnoma de Puebla had 

been pursuing a station since 1965; by the early 80s, they had been 

told they could not get an AM but FM frequencies were available. As 

most Mexican radio listening of the time was on AM, they refused. 
Ultimately, in 1997, they took delivery of a permit for XHBUAP-FM 

96.9. (This article from Proceso

simultaneously covers the university stations in Puebla and Guerrero, 
as well as the start of the 27-year concession fight for XHCAN-FM.) 


A university official is quoted in that article as saying, 
"Unofficially, it's said, and we know it, that because we're a 
progressive university, it's thought that the station would serve as a 
medium to foment agitation in the state". Additionally, the 

Universidad AutUnoma de Zacatecas presented a proposal to build an FM 
station in the late 80s and was denied for similar reasons, and they 
wanted an AM in order to adequately serve rural areas 6 apparently 

these petitions go back to 1973.

Back in Chilpancingo, in the late 70s, the university wanted to build 
a radio station. At the time, the Chilpancingo area had just two radio 
stations: XELI and XEPI (in Tixtla), which both signed on in 1961. 
(Keep in mind as you read this that Chilpancingo is the capital of the 
state of Guerrero!) The SCT told them that there was no room for 
additional radio stations in Guerrero, 


http://www. proceso.com.mx/134117/radio-universidad- pueblo 
which was a blatant lie. (XEZUM 1050, XECHH 650, and XECHG 680 were 
all authorized in the early 1990s, further proving the point.) 


The university was so frustrated with the SCT's denial 6 the agency 
ultimately admitted that "confidential reasons" prevented the awarding 
of the permit 6 that it decided to just get on the air. Radio 
Universidad-Pueblo, as it was known, went on the air May 4, 1982, 
transmitting on 880 kHz; simultaneously, the university filed an 
amparo claiming that the SCT's refusals violated its right to freedom 
of expression. Almost immediately, unknown parties began jamming the 
new station's signal. Constant frequency changes were required just to 
keep a listenable signal on the air. 


Ultimately, on December 15, the university put in place OperaciUn 
Bucanero, which aimed to combat the pirates by operating a second 
transmitter on 1180 kHz. 


As if that weren't enough, the Guerrero state government suddenly 
showed an appetite for radio. The first permitted public radio station 
in the state, XEGRO-AM, signed on 870 kHz in early 1983. The 
university was even more fed up now, and instead of simply moving to 
another position on the dial, they first opted to broadcast from 
different cities in Guerrero, including Acapulco, Ciudad Altamirano, 
and Taxco, then returned to Chilpancingo in May on 840. 


Our story does not end there, because another arm of the federal 
government waded in. The Secretariat of Public Education had stopped 
paying the university, spurring a budget crisis. Nobody at the UAGro 
got a salary in 1984. In order to get funding for 1985, the SEP 
ordered the university to get out of broadcasting, which they did on 
January 15, 1985 (amid much protest from university students). That 
could very well have been the end of this entire adventure, but the 
SEP didn't exactly keep their end of the bargain. 


In 1987, Wences Reza finished his third and final term as rector, and 
RamUn Reyes Carreto, the new head of the university, decided that if 
the SEP was not going to do their part, the university wasn't either. 
In June, Radio Universidad (no more Pueblo) came back on the air. 


In 2012, the university opted to build a pirate FM 6 90.7 6 to serve 
as a combo. Chilpancingo has a high proportion of AM-FM combos because 
of its terrain and a number of operating pirates, including one with a 
social community concession application before the IFT (Digital con 
Sentido Social 106.3, A.C.). 


Proceso just last year called radio in Guerrero "a commercial gold 
mine",

and some of the attendees portend additional interest (forced or 

otherwise) in HD Radio in Mexico. 


Among the attendees of note for HD expansion are NRM, Televisa, Radyo 
Oro (Puebla), Radiorama, Stereo Uno (XHMSL-FM), Grupo FUrmula and a 
Radio Alegria (not sure which one). 


The second-wave migrants being authorized must transmit in HD Radio as 
one of the conditions of migration. I am not sure if this is the case 
yet at XHCH-FM 89.3, the only second-wave migrant currently on the 
air, which would be the first HD Radio station in Toluca. 


The HD Radio MExico Facebook page has liked both Stereo Uno and Radyo 
Oro. The latter owns a second-wave migrant, XECD-AM 1170. The former 
seems to be very likely to be implementing HD soon judging by both of 
these items. Their Facebook likes include participating car 
manufacturers and HD Radio stations. 


Another reason for Stereo Uno interest in HD Radio is that one of the 
two stations Luz Network (dba Energia Radial en ComunicaciUn) won in 

IFT-4 must be built with HD Radio, XHPNAS-FM 94.1 Navolato. (Navolato 
is 20 miles from Culiac-n, so a rimshot attempt may be in play.) The 

El Fuerte station on 95.3 did not include an IBOC incentive. 


Speaking of 95.3 in Los Mochis, there's currently a religious pirate 
operating on the frequency just waiting to be blown out of the water 
by Luz Network. This station, calling itself UniUn Radio, even went as 
far as to take a fake callsign, XHFEL-FM.

APPEAR IN TATARSTAN BY THE END OF THE YEAR 


Doom Tatarstan began producing content for the first Muslim television 
in Russia. First, the project will be implemented on the Internet, by 
the end of the year, Muslim television will step into the cable 
networks. 


As Rimat Khamidullin, an adviser to the Mufti of Tatarstan on 
information policy, told RBC-Tatarstan, the idea of creating a Muslim 
television belongs to the mufti of the republic Kamil khazrat 
Samigullin. "The creation of Muslim television has been spoken for 
many years. Unfortunately, the problem was not solved. Now the mufti 
has set before us the task of working in this direction more actively. 
At the moment, content is being created for television. In the near 
future we plan to launch a cycle of projects on the Internet, in the 
future, access to cable television. We also have internet radio 
"Azan". The implementation of all projects will be completed within a 
year, "“Hamidullin said. 


The interlocutor of RBC-Tatarstan noted that earlier the Spiritual 
Board of Muslims of Tatarstan and Tattelecom had begun negotiations on 
the creation of cable television for disseminating the values of 
traditional Islam for Russia. As it was noted at the meeting of 
representatives of the DUM of the republic and the operator, today the 
Muslim TV channel "Khuzur TV" broadcasts on the Internet, which could 
be used for cable distribution. Thanks to an agreement with the 
leadership of TV companies TNV and GTRK "Tatarstan", the Muslim 
television channel was given the archive of all Islamic programs in 
the last 20 years in Russian and Tatar. 


As for the contents of the programs of the Muslim television channel, 
the emphasis will be placed on educational, anti-extremist and 
patriotic programs.

FRANCE ======== On the CUte d'Azur of France there is 
Radio Baikal. Its employees claim that this is the first Russian radio 
in Europe and expresses confidence that over time this network will 
spread across all European countries. 


As Baikal Info informs, the first step has already been taken: in 


November Radio Baikal will start broadcasting in London. The creator 
of this radio is Alexander Tyunikov, a well-known person in Irkutsk, 
one of the founders of the holding "AS" Baikal TV". 


- Tell us, how did the idea to create such a not quite simple project 
as Radio Baikal appeared? 


- I was always interested in the question of why we have foreign radio 
stations in Russia, for example, such as Energy, “Europe Plus", 
Nostalgie, and in Europe there is no radio. And when I began to visit 
Europe more often, I got the idea of creating a Russian radio here. 
Frequency resource they are completely busy. We have more, because the 
size of the country allows, and there the state is on the state. They 
interfere with each other, and it is almost impossible to find a free 
frequency in the FM band. Therefore, my idea, most likely, would have 
remained unrealized, if from the year 2015 in Europe the digital radio 
would not have developed at a fast pace. There was a real chance to go 
to Europe with your project. And I could not deny myself the pleasure 
of trying to make my dream come true. 


First it turned out to launch a Russian-French radio on the French 
Riviera of France. It still works and is called Nice Radio, that is, 
Radio Nice. And a year later, a Russian-language "Radio Baikal" was 
added to it. After that, I had an obsession to launch a Russian- 
language radio network called Radio Baikal in Europe, and in November 
I plan to start broadcasting Radio Baikal in London. 


- Is there any kind of concept in Radio Baikal? 


- We chose a universal concept: just a Russian-language radio for 
everyone - from children to the elderly. We have Russian and foreign 
hits. On weekends, under the heading "Hit Weekend", there are hits of 
the 70s and 80s for the older generation. 


Almost every hour there are local and international news, which are 
written in the studio of media holding "AS" Baikal TV". At the studio 
in France, French journalists work, which collect local news, prepare 
material, send it to Irkutsk. We translate them and write them down in 
Russian. 


There is a very popular program "Znai our!". On the cUte d'Azur in 
Monaco, there are a lot of festivals and other events. Many Russian 
celebrities live here. Accordingly, we invite the stars on the air. 
The program is broadcast live from five to seven in the evening. 


The program "Direct Communication" goes online. On a direct connection 
with the audience is a psychologist. It helps people to solve some 
controversial issues. For example, a common theme is marriage with 


foreigners. The concept of the Radio Baikal program in London and in 
the following European cities will be absolutely the same. 


- Which cities can you name? 


- The project "Radio Baikal" is long, very voluminous in terms of 
finances and time. But the beginning has already been laid, and, I 
think, the project has a very good prospect. Next in line are Italy, 
Greece, Austria, the Baltic States and Finland. 


Russian-language radio abroad is necessary. It desperately needs our 
compatriots abroad, and just Russian-speaking people. He is listened 
to in cars, on the Internet. Many people even started buying 
stationary radios to listen to our radio not only in the car, but also 
at home. Frankly, I did not even expect that Russian radio is so 
necessary for our people abroad. 


- How did the French audience react to the appearance of Radio Baikal? 


- The French immediately became very interested in our radio and our 
music. Periodically, messages come with a request to repeat some 
Russian song. Or they are just interested in the name and the 
performer. The main difference between Radio Baikal and other radio 
stations is that it is unique for Europe. It is Russian. In Paris, 
there is an Armenian radio on the air, but until now in Europe there 
was no real Russian. 


- Russian celebrities come to visit you. And were there French or 
European? 


"In-Grid came to visit us." She was on Nice Radio and Radio Baikal. 
All the stars, who come, we try to call to ourselves. Celebrities come 
to us regularly. There were Igor Ugolnikov, Tatyana Vedeneeva, actor 
Dmitriy Nazarov, the presenter of the program "The Man and the Law" 
Alexey Pimanov. If one of the foreign guests comes, then, of course, 
we remove the "Znai our!" Booklet and just do live broadcasting with 
it. 


- How profitable is it to have a radio station in France? 


- It's unprofitable. Over time, there was advertising, and its number 

is growing. But, unfortunately, communication services, studio rentals 
and taxes cover income. They do not allow you to do business. For me, 

this project is more for the soul than for the business. But with the 

development of the network, over time, when "Radio Baikal" will be in 

eighteen or twenty countries and cities, advertising on it will become 
more expensive. And perhaps this project will become a good business. 

But now the main thing is that our project at least pays off. 


- So your main goal in this project is its payback? 


- My main goal and dream is to launch Radio Baikal across Europe and 
Russia and make it interesting not only for Russian-speaking radio 
listeners, but also for all Europeans. And I'm very serious about 
realizing this dream.

MOSCOW (AFP) - Russia's justice ministry said Thursday it had warned 
US-funded Voice of America and Radio Free Europe/Radio Liberty they 
risked being legally forced to label themselves as "foreign agents." 


The justice ministry said on its website that it had contacted Voice 
of America and Radio Free Europe as well as a number of their 
subsidiaries active in Russia on Wednesday and Thursday to warn them 
"of their possible recognition as ‘foreign agents.'" 


Russia is seeking to impose legal measures after Kremlin-funded RT 
television, which presents Moscow's take on international affairs, 
registered itself as a "foreign agent" in the United States under 
official pressure. 


The justice ministry confirmed earlier reports in state media citing 
"informed sources", which said Voice of America and Radio Free Europe 
risked being targeted. 


Radio Liberty said in a statement on Wednesday that the Russian law 
could not be seen as a reciprocal measure as its journalists already 
face far greater obstacles in Russia than RT does in the United 
States. 


"We will continue our journalistic work," it vowed, defending its 
"objective and honest" reporting. 


The move came as a law that would pave the way for media to be branded 
as "foreign agents" has not yet been passed. 


It was rushed through the lower house of parliament on Wednesday with 
unanimous backing and is set to be voted on in the Senate. 


If passed, the Russian law will allow Moscow to target foreign media 
in the same way it has previously punished NGOs with international 
funding and "political activities. 


It would force media organisations to label themselves as "foreign 
agents" on all paperwork and submit to intensive scrutiny of staffing 
and financing. 


Rights groups fear it could have a chilling effect on the ability of 
outlets to carry out independent reporting. 


After being passed by the Senate, expected this month, the "foreign 
agent" law would enter force immediately on being signed by Russian 
President Vladimir Putin. 


Kremlin spokesman Dmitry Peskov told journalists that it would allow 
Russia to issue "a very harsh response" to attacks on Russian media

Voice of America reporter Joshua Fatzick posted racist, sexist and 
homophobic messages in a pro-Trump Reddit channel, according to 
Mediaite.

Voice of America has placed journalist Joshua Fatzick on 
administrative leave after Mediaite reported that he posted racist, 
sexist and homophobic messages in a pro-Trump Reddit channel under the 
screen name UncleSam4200. 


The headache does not end there for Voice of America, a taxpayer- 
funded news outlet that covers U.S. public affairs for foreign 
audiences. Fatzick's reporting appears to have been colored, at times, 
by his apparent political views, just as Voice of America is working 
to combat suspicions that it could be used to advance President 
Trump's agenda. 


iLong before the election, we've been doubling down on combating bias, 
including instituting mandatory training. We find bias on either side 
of the spectrum 6 on gun control, immigration, affordable care, 
religious rights 6 to be totally unacceptable,i Amanda Bennett, 
director of Voice of America, said in an interview. iThis one actually 
represents the minority of the kind of cases we're dealing with.i 


Still, some recent articles by Fatzick seem like they would have been 
at home on a conservative news site such as the Daily Caller, where he 
previously worked. Headlines include iRacist Remarks at Aix Force Prep 
School Were a Hoax,i iAmerican College Campuses Increasingly Hostile 
to Free Speechi and iU.S. Congresswoman Calls Gun Rights Group 
‘Domestic Security Threat. 'i 


Story selection alone is not conclusive evidence of bias, of course, 
but in addition to highlighting popular right-wing themes 6 claims of 
racism are dubious, free speech is in peril, the Second Amendment is 
under attack 6 Fatzick has presented information in misleading ways. 


In the article about a gun-rights group, for example, Fatzick asserted 
that iAmericans are specifically afforded the right to bear arms by 
the Second Amendment to the U.S. Constitution,i which isn't a 
universally accepted interpretation of the Second Amendment. Whether 
the Constitution guarantees the right to own and carry a gun, 
unconnected to the iwell-regulated militiai also is mentioned in the 
Second Amendment, is one of the longest-running debates in American 
politics. 


Fatzick did not acknowledge that debate about the meaning of the 
Second Amendment, an omission that might have left Voice of America's 


mostly foreign audience with a false impression. 


In coverage of Trump's address to the Conservative Political Action 
Conference, in February, Fatzick quoted the president's media-bashing 
tirade at length without challenging Trump's false claim that 
journalists routinely imake up sources.i What's more, Fatzick wrote 
that iTrump supporters who cheered his remarks said afterward they 
agreed with the president's contention that reporters make up fake 
sources to hurt him.i 


In coverage of a memorial for the woman who was killed during a white- 
supremacist rally in Charlottesville, Fatzick reported an inaccurate 
claim without correcting the record by quoting from a statement by 
Trump: iYou had a group on the other side that came charging in 
without a permit, and they were very, very violent.i In reality, 
protesters who opposed the white supremacists did get a permit to 
demonstrate nearby and were not legally required to seek a second 


permit to enter the park where the white supremacists had gathered. 


Fatzick based the article about free speech on college campuses on a 
single interview with an executive from the Foundation for Individual 
Rights in Education, which Fatzick failed to describe. The group is 
ostensibly nonpartisan, but its cofounder acknowledged in the New York 
Times last year that conservative causes are icoinciding with our 
agenda.i The foundation's major funders include prominent conservative 
donors such as the Charles Koch Institute and the Lynde and Harry 
Bradley Foundation. 


A Voice of America spokeswoman said the organization could not comment 
on specific elements of Fatzick's coverage but said a review of his 
work would be part of an internal investigation. Bennett said in a 
previous statement that iVoice of America has zero tolerance for 
public or personal racist, sexist or politically-biased social-media 
communications. Our policies make it very clear that such behavior is 
prohibited.i 


Fatzick did not respond to a request for comment. 


In the Reddit posts, UncleSam4200 referred to African Americans as in- 
----si and Muslim immigrants as irapefugeesi and used gay slurs such 
as if----t.i 


Fatzick's suspension follows reporting by CNN's Hadas Gold that Trump 
will probably appoint Michael Pack as chief executive of the 
Broadcasting Board of Governors, the agency that oversees Voice of 
America. Pack recently stepped down as president of the conservative 
Claremont Institute. He has served as vice president for TV 
programming at the Corporation for Public Broadcasting and worked with 


Breitbart News Chairman Stephen K. Bannon on two documentaries. 


Bennett told me in a July interview that Voice of America remains 
committed to independent journalism and said she has felt no pressure 
to provide soft coverage of the Trump administration. iHonestly, there 
has been no change,i Bennett said. 


Scrutiny of Voice of America by other journalists began almost 
immediately after Trump's inauguration, triggered by a pair of tweets 
in which the news organization seemed to validate 6 or, at least, did 
not question 6 false statements that then-White House press secretary 
Sean Spicer made about crowd size and media coverage. 


Bennett, a former Wall Street Journal reporter, told me in July that 
she thought some journalists unfairly rushed to conclusions about 
Voice of America's direction. iHonestly, I found that kind of 
shocking, in terms of the outside media,i she said. 


Fatzick joined Voice of America before Trump's election, but Fatzick's 
flawed news coverage and the hate-filled Reddit messages he allegedly 
posted in a pro-Trump forum hurt the cause as Voice of America 
insists that it will not become a mouthpiece for the president. 


iBeing scrupulous in reflecting all sides of an argument and in 
representing all sides of U.S. issues fairly, through fact-based 
reporting, is at the very core of our mission,i Bennett said Saturday, 
ias is our mandate to provide accurate, unbiased news and information 
to countries around the world that have no other access to it. When we 
find instances where we have failed to do this, we are addressing it 


promptly and vigorously.i

Last night we had a violent front come through, taking out power lines 
all over our city. Power was out from about 8:30 PM until well into 
the early morning. I took advantage of the quiet to listen for some 
DX. 


Over the years, 1710 KHz has been an interesting channel. Pirates, 
radio convention stations, fishing buoy, etc. To my surprise last 
night, it came alive again.

Update 11/16: The FCC voted to approve the ownership rule changes on a 
party line by a 3-2 vote with one addition not previously revealed 
that will impact the sub-markets in the New York and Washington DC 
metropolitan areas. The approved changes are: 


? Eliminating the newspaper/broadcast cross-ownership rule preventing 
a company from operating a newspaper and a broadcast outlet in the 
same market. 

? Eliminating the radio/television ownership subcaps so a television 
station no longer counts towards the limit of eight radio stations 
(maximum of five on each band) that a company can own. 

? Eliminating the requirement that at least eight independently owned 
television stations must remain in the market following the 
combination of two television stations in a market 

? Modifying the ban against common ownership of two top-four rated tv 
stations in a market to allow waivers on a case-by-case basis 

? Eliminating the JSA Attribution Rule requiring television stations 
to count a station it sells more than 15% of ad time for under the 
ownership cap. 


The FCC is also going to allow waivers in certain circumstances for 
companies to exceed the eight-station limit in embedded markets of New 
York and Washington DC. For example, Connoisseur Media who pushed for 
this modification, must count its 2 AMs and 4 FMs in the 
Nassau/Suffolk market towards its cap in the New York market and is 
concurrently blocked from purchasing stations in similar embedded 
markets like Monmouth/Ocean NJ (Radio Insight via NRC DX News Nov 27, 
published Nov 18, via DXLD) 


xx US A. Back in 1953, channel 9 in Kansas City signed on the air as 
the 4th station in the city joining WDAF-4 which began in 1948 and 
KCTY-25 and KCMO-5 which went on in June and September. To get on the 
air quickly, radio stations WHB-710 and KMBC-980 got licenses to share 
time on channel 9.

On weekends and holidays WIBW had 580 all to 
themselves. WIBW eventually paid KSU to give up the frequency. The 
KSAC call letters ended up in Sacramento with the K-State 580 station 
using different call letters [KKSU] for a short time until the station 
went dark. The university was compensated by the California station 
for giving up the KSAC call sign early (Dave Pomeroy, Topeka, Kansas, 
WTFDA gg via DXLD)

LANGUAGE LESSONS

AN ELEGY TO CW (MORSE CODE) 


Recently on the Elecraft reflector, Wayne Burdick, N6KR, co-owner and 
principal designer of Elecraft, wrote a brief piece on why he is a CW 
fan. He has been experimenting, as I have, with the new FT-8 digital 
mode. Here is his comment on the experience. This is reprinted with 
the personal permission of N6KR. 


I find that CW has many practical and engaging aspects that I just 
don't get with computer-mediated modes like FT8. You'd think I'd be 
burned out on CW by now, over 45 years since I was first licensed, but 
no, I'm still doin' it 


Yes, FT8 (etc.) is a no-brainer when, despite poor conditions, your 
goal is to log as many contacts as possible with as many states or 
countries as possible. It's so streamlined and efficient that the 
whole process is readily automated. (If you haven't read enough 
opinions on that, see "The mother of all FT8 threads'on QRZ.com 
<http://QRZ.com>, for example.) 


But back to CW. Here's why it works for me. YMMV. 


CW feels personal and visceral, like driving a sports car rather than 
taking a cab. As with a sports car, there are risks. You can get 
clobbered by larger vehicles (QRM). "Witness road range ("UP 2!"). 
Fall into a pothole (QSB). Be forced to drive through rain or snow 


(QRN) . 


With CW, like other forms of human conversation, you can affect your 
own style. Make mistakes. Joke about it. 


CW is a skill that bonds operators together across generations and 
nations. A language, more like pidgin than anything else, with 
abbreviations and historical constructs and imperialist oddities. A 
curious club anyone can join. (At age 60 and able to copy 50 WPM ona 
good day, I may qualify as a Nerd Mason of some modest order, 
worthless in any other domain, but of value in a contest.) 


With very simple equipment that anyone can build, such as a high-power 


Single-transistor oscillator, you can transmit a CW signal. I had very 
little experience with electronics when I was 14 and built an 
oscillator that put out maybe 100 mW. Just twisted the leads of all 
those parts together and keyed the collector supply--a 9-volt battery. 
With this simple circuit on my desk, coupled to one guy wire of our TV 
antenna mast, I worked a station 150 miles away and was instantly 
hooked on building things. And on QRP. I'm sure the signal was key- 
clicky and had lots of harmonics. I've spent a lifetime making such 
things work better, but this is where it started. 


Going even further down the techno food chain, you can "send" CW by 
whistling, flashing a lamp, tapping on someone's leg under a table in 
civics class, or pounding a wrench on the inverted hull of an upside- 
down U.S. war vessel, as happened at Pearl Harbor. Last Saturday at an 
engineering club my son belongs to, a 9-year-old demonstrated an 
Arduino Uno flashing HELLO WORLD in Morse on an LED. The other kids 
were impressed, including my son, who promptly wrote a version that 
sends three independent Morse streams on three LEDs. A mini-pileup. 
His first program. 


Finally, to do CW you don't always need a computer, keyboard, mouse, 
monitor, or software. Such things are invaluable in our daily lives, 
but for me, shutting down everything but the radio is the high point 
of my day. The small display glows like a mystic portal into my 
personal oyster, the RF spectrum. Unless I crank up the power, there's 
no fan noise. Tuning the knob slowly from the bottom end of the band 
segment to the top is a bit like fishing my favorite stream, Taylor 
Creek, which connects Fallen Leaf Lake to Lake Tahoe. Drag the line 
across the green, sunlit pool. See what hits. Big trout'DX. Small 
trout' Hey, it's still a fish, and a QSO across town is still a QSO. 
Admire it, then throw it back in. 


(BTW: You now know why the Elecraft K3, K3S, KX2, and KX3 all have 
built-in RTTY and PSK data modes that allow transmit via the keyer 
paddle and receive on the rig's display. We decided to make these data 
modes conversational --- like CW.) Back to 40 meters. 73, Wayne N6KR 


Thanks, Wayne. After 64 years of hamming, I completely agree. I can 
only do 30 wpm on a good day, but it is still music to my ears. Keep 
the faith, baby (John Lyon, Minnesota DX Club yg via DXLD) 


Not to mention how much easier it is to I-D the beacons J Cheers!

TRY SOMETHING NEW THIS WINTER! 


Hello All, One of the reasons why our Ultralightdx Yahoo group has had 
strong growth for ten years is because we have accepted many diverse 
challenges --- from the basic challenge of DXing with a simple pocket 
radio (which all of us share) all the way up to the challenge of 
developing 21st Century antennas (and discovering innovative DXing 
sites) to make pocket radios surprisingly effective in Transoceanic 
DXing results. 


Not all of us have the ability or desire to develop breakthrough 
antennas or perform loopstick transplant operations, but the entire 
history of the Ultralight Radio DXing community has been one of 
pioneering accomplishments-- from Rob Ross' reception of 300 stations 
in one month on his SRF-59, Richard Allen's reception of multiple 
Longwave TA's from Europe and Africa on his 7.5" loopstick PL-360 in 
Oklahoma, and Allen Willie's reception of hundreds of TA's on his SRF- 
M37V in Newfoundland. When our late Co-Founder John Bryant was still 
with us he would constantly challenge each one of the Ultralightdx 
leaders (including me) to try something new -- either in antenna work, 
DXing accomplishments or volunteer service. 


John was an ex-Professor of Architecture at Oklahoma State University 
in Stillwater, and he had a natural teaching style familiar to all 
those who knew him. John was the one who introduced me to DU-DXing in 
2008, teaching me all the basics of how to track down exotic South 
Pacific DX right in the middle of the worst possible season-- the dog 
days of summer. At the time it sounded like science fiction to me, and 
I thought that John might be "pulling my leg--" but he was absolutely 
right! 


I don't have anywhere near the accomplishments or leadership that John 
had, but he and I did share a fascination with antennas -- especially 
monster antennas that could make Ultralight radios highly competitive 
in Transoceanic DXing. So, in the spirit of John Bryant, I would like 
to offer some links to articles that have inspired many Ultralight 
Radio DXers (and others) to really push the limits in antenna 
construction -- including one article that John and I wrote together. 


As I have shared with anyone willing to listen, I'm convinced that the 
future of our Ultralight Radio community is very bright -- and 
optimism and innovation will win out over pessimism and boredom every 
time! Sometime this winter, why not try something new to increase your 


DXing fun -- maybe a new antenna, a new band (FM, SW or Longwave) or 
Transoceanic DX reception? The future belongs to those who are excited

SOFTWARE PIONEER VANU BOSE DIES 
Amateur Radio Newsline By Jim Damron November 17, 2017 


The chief executive of the first company to be certified by the FCC 
for software-defined radio died suddenly in Massachusetts on Nov 11. 
The death of software executive Vanu Bose was announced on the website 
of the Massachusetts Institute of Technology, where he was an alumnus 
and member of the MIT Corporation. Bose's company Vanu Inc., uses 
technology he developed while a graduate student at MIT and now 
provides wireless infrastructure around the world. 


The company also used its technology for humanitarian causes, most 
recently assisting with communications in Puerto Rico following the 
devastating hurricane. 


In 2004, Bose's company made news when it won the first FCC approval 

of Vanu's Software Radio GSM Base Station, which was capable of being 
modified without changes to its hardware. It was heralded as a major 

advance in wireless communications. 


Vanu Inc. was also the developer of cellular repeater stations capable 
of running on solar power, enabling communications in remote areas of 
the world, including developing countries. 


He was the son of the late Amar G. Bose, was the founder of the Bose 
Corporation. Vanu Bose died of a pulmonary embolism. He was 52. (MIT)

No proton events were observed at geosynchronous orbit. 


The greater than 2 MeV electron flux at geosynchronous orbit reached 
moderate levels on 16 Nov and high levels on 13-15 and 17-19 Nov. 
The largest flux of the period was 20,582 pfu observed at 13/1455 
UTC. 


Geomagnetic field activity ranged from quiet to active levels. The 
period began with solar wind speed between 370-430 km/s and total 
field between 2-9 nT. A prolonged period of -Bz reaching -7 nT was 
observed between 14/1322-2256 UTC. The geomagnetic field responded 
with quiet levels on 13 Nov and quiet to unsettled levels on 14 Nov. 
By 15 Nov, total field increased to a maximum of 15 nT at 15/1858 
UTC while the Bz component deflected southward to a maximum of -9 nT 
at 16/0100 UTC. Solar wind speed increased to around 520 km/s late 
on 15 Nov through 16 Nov as a positive polarity coronal hole high 
speed stream (CH HSS) became geoeffective. By 16/0900 UTC, total 
field decreased to 5 nT while solar wind speed began decreasing 
early on 17 Nov. The period ended at nominal levels with solar wind 
speed near 380 km/s. The geomagnetic field responded with quiet to 
active levels on 15-16 Nov, quiet to unsettled levels on 17 and 19 
Nov, and quiet levels on 18 Nov.

effects.
